Rr would appear to be the fate 
of strolling players of the high¬ 
er grade — both musical and

its worst. The Hollinshead con¬ 
cert company was unsupported 
by the elements. But there is 
always a more or less magnani¬ 
mous support of the drfimatic 
where the musical leaves us un¬ 
moved, and the house that greet¬ 
ed the raising of the curtain was 
not at all to be sneered at. 

“Mrs. Wiggs of the Cabbage 
Patch” is one of those comedies 
Which finds something to lean 
on in its sentiment; neither ele¬ 
ment would of itself carry the 
play through more than one'act. 
But by judicious-blending they 
carry the play along very com¬ 
fortably through the three of 
them, holding the more suscept¬ 
ible part of the audience alter? 
nating between laughter and 
tearful sympathy with no very 
Redded mind which way to 
choose. Laughter probably wins 
out but not always on its merits, 
for there are times when the 
wrong way is chosen. 

Miss May Hurst undertook the 
part of Mrs. Wiggs with more 
than the ordinary skill and 
reeled off her philosophic plati¬ 
tudes with an air of homeliness 
which took the edge off them. 
It’s so easy to sin when quoting 
tr* v ), r more so on the stage than 
in real li/e, and the pitfalls are 
proportionately deeper, but Miss 
Hurst evaded them, with nice 
dexterity. 

Miss Grace Leith's Miss Haz’y 
was one of the best things of 
the evening. The entire ab¬ 
sence of burlesque saved the 
character and produced a type 
closely allied to the actual. 

Mr. Stubbins, as played by 
Wm. Lennox, deserves some 
mention, guardedly. Like the 
curate’s egg, he was good in 
parts, but missed his object at 
times. Perhaps it is hardly fair 
to ask what a civil war veteran 
should know about automobiles 
that he should ask the question: 
‘‘Why don’t you honk your 
horn?” 

'That, however, in no spirit of 
cavil. Altogether a very enjoy- 
.able evening, with the best of 
thanks to the entire company, 
big and little.

Much Important Business 
Passes Through Hands of 
, Delegates.—H. W. Wood 
Re-Elected President, 


Some 1500 delegates from all parts 
of Alberta assembled at the opening 
of the United Farmers’ Association 
session, Tuesday, Jan. 22, in Calgary, 
Alberta, and a stirring address of 
welcome was extended to them by 
Hon. Chas. Steward'Premier of Al¬ 
berta, who said whilst he always had 
the interests of the western farmers 
at heart—having been one of them 
himself—he asked them to seriously 
consider any legislation tML might 
desire, as hastily-considered mea¬ 
sures would only militate against any 
grievance they might believe existed. 
He spoke of legislation for the im¬ 
provement of public health, and 
stated that thaUwas a subject which 
had been Introduced by the Alberta 
farmers, and he promised it should 
have early consideration. Premier 
Stewart mentioned tha/t he had seri¬ 
ous business to draw to their atten¬ 
tion. It had been again decided to 
raise the necessary Patriotic Funds, 
and he asked Alberta not to overlook 
her obligations in that respect. He 
did not believe it was a provincial 
obligation, but rather a matter that 
belonged to the government. (Ap¬ 
plause). 

He sincerely trusted that before the 
farmers garnered another crop they 
would have received the joyful news 
that peace had been restored to the 
world, and that everything pertain¬ 
ing to the satisfactory settlement of 
the land of returned -soldiers would 
have been effectively arranged. 

H. W. Wood Is Re-elected 

H. W. Wood, who was unanimously 
re-elected president, was enthusias¬ 
tically received and delivered his 
presidential address, saying that the 
farmers of Canada had a tremendous 
duty to perform in increasing the 
food supplies of the allies, as Argen¬ 
tine, Australia and the United States 
could not be called upon to maintain 
the necessities in the way of wheat 
for the allied nations. 

He expressed pleasure that the 
Canadian government had realized 
the importance of keeping the agri¬ 
culturists on the land, as the main¬ 
tenance of food supplies were equally 
as vital as lighting on the war front. 

He knew Canadian farmers would 
co-operate with the government In 
advancing civilization, for everyone 
agreed that Russian militarism had 
to be swept away to make life worth 
living. The relentless struggle must 
continue until victory crowns the ef¬ 
forts of the allies. 

Acting-Mayor RuttKT, in the absence, 
of Mayor Costello, extended a hearty’ 
welcome to Calgary to .the delegates, 
on behalf of the city of Calgary. 

For more than an hour before the 
proceedings proper opened crowds of 
stalwart Canadian agriculturists, ac¬ 
companied by their wlyes and fam¬ 
ilies, commenced to crowdTthe portals 
of the convention hall. 

Promptly at 10 a.m. the delegates 
were called to order, and the large 
crowd sang the National Anthem. Af¬ 
ter invocation the pallor of the 
church offered a cordial welcome to 
the delegates to Calgary. 

Premier’s Address 

In the course of a pithy and inter¬ 
esting address, Hon. Charles Stewart, 
premier of Alberta-, who was enthusi¬ 
astically received, said that this was 
perhaps one of the largest audiences 
he had ever had the pleasure of ad¬ 
dressing, but he desired to attribute 
that to the Influence of the farmers’ 
organization, which throughout the 
length and breadth of Alberta was, 
one of the most important factors 
eontributing to their success. If any 
political success had come to him, 
as an individual, he presumed it was 
owing to having kept in touch par¬ 
ticularly with the agricultural frater¬ 
nity. 

He admonished the farmers not to 
forget that In Alberta there were 
many varied interests, and while de¬ 
voting themselves to furthering the 
Interests of agriculture, they had a 
wider sphere which should not be 
overlooked, and their legislation 
should not tend toward any narrow¬ 
ness of treatment. 

Premier Stewart also touched upon 
many subjects in the course of his 
address among them being: ‘‘Health 
Legislation,” ‘‘The Patriotic Fund,” 
‘‘The Red Cross,” “Land Settlement,” 
etc., and also spoke of conditions 
,Vhen peace comes. 

President’s Report 
Ladies and Gentlemen: 

Since I had the honor of making 
my last annual address to you our 
organization has steadily moved for¬ 
ward. Not as fast, perhaps, as we 
would all desire, but fast enough to 
inspire us with confidence In the 
future. 

Our membership bus increased, 
commercial co-operation In our locals 
has grown, and that general solidar¬ 
ity which can dnly be developed by 
the continued practice of the art of 
organization and co-operation, has 
reached a higher degree than evep 
before in our organization. 

The amalgamation of our Elevator 
company with the Grain Growers’ 
Grain company, baa been effected, 


and, as a result, these two old com¬ 
panies have passed out of existence 
and In their stead we have the United 
Grain Growers, Limited, a mighty 
company, in which over 30,000 farm¬ 
er shareholders scattered over the 
three prairie provinces are co-oper¬ 
ating in carrying on for their mutual 
benefit a great business enterprise, 
through which much good is being 
accomplished. We hope for great 
things from this company in the de¬ 
velopment and extension of co-oper¬ 
ative trade. , ■ 

Many things from the outside have 
taken place during the past year 
which have affected our interests, 
both as farmers and as citizens. The 
war has been drawn nearer to .us 
continually, until today, the final is¬ 
sue of it depends on our men on the 
farms as well as the men in the 
trenches. Going back, I will review 
some of these developments. 

Wheat Trade R 

A year ago, the food situation be¬ 
coming more acute by reason of the 
disastrous failure of the Argentine 
wheat crop, the allied governments 
undertook to get control, at a fixed 
price, of all .the available wheat of 
the 191® crop. About the 1st of 
March they opened , negotiations, 
through the Dominion/Government, 
with the Canadian Council of Agri¬ 
culture for the purpose of securing 
the Canadian crop of last .year, and 
submitted an ofTer of $1.30 per bush¬ 
el. The council refused to endorse 
this price, and submitted- a counter 
proposition of $1.70, which in turn 
was not accepted by the allies* In 
June, by order in council, the “Board 
of Grain Supervisors for Canada” 
was constituted, with power to regu¬ 
late the wheat trade of Canada and 
to fix prices. The work of this board 
was much delayed on account of the 
United States authorities being un¬ 
prepared to act with It in fixing a 
uniform price in both countries; but 
finally the price was fixed, and the 
trade was so* regulated that specula¬ 
tion In wheat was entirely elimin¬ 
ated, and, the 1917 crop is being put 
from producer to consumer under the 
most Just and economical system ever 
operated in Canada, or, perhaps, In 
any country. Thus we see that by 
the very necessities of war. profiteer¬ 
ing, speculation, - and gambling, was 
eliminated from the wheat trade, a 
thing we had been trying to accom¬ 
plish for years, and at which we Lad 
been making very slow progress. We, 
with the consuming public, should 
use every endeavor to hold at least 
some of these benefits after the war 
is over. We cannot hope to retain aj 
fixed price, but we should be able to 
give the trade some continued protec¬ 
tion from the piracy of unnecessary 
middlemen. 

The president also touched, in the 
course of his address, on “Victory | 
Bonds,” the food situation, quoting: 
extensively from statements of Food 
Controller Hanna, in which the food 
controller said there was not one 
bushel of -exportable wheat in the 
United States; the supply of pork, 
the Military §ervice Act, and the'gen-: 
eral situatioh in regard to the war 
today. * 

WEDNESDAY’S SESSION 

Amidst applause that rocked the 
First Baptist church from basement 
to roof, reverberating from stem to 
stern of the big edifice,‘H. W. Wood 
was at the morning session re-elect -1 
ed president of the U.F.A. by accla¬ 
mation, fully 1,600 delegates standing 
while the executive entered, giving 
him round after round of cheers and 
applause. 

The remainder of the morning ses- j 
sion was taken up with a survey of ] 
hail Insurance conditions, With a j 
complete scheme, by E. II. Malcolm,! 
president of the hail board at Ed-' 
monton. Reviewing past experiences, ! 
M^"Ktfrtcolm said that in 1913 there; 
were onlV four lino companies, with 
but a halt million acres of crop in¬ 
sured. In 1917 there were 20 com-j 
panies, with 3,000,000 acre® insured, 
and a total of $20,000,000 . paid in 1 
claims. The Municipal do-operative j 
Hail Insurance Act came into force! 
in 1914, and Mr. Malcolm doelaf0'd| 
that no one knew the defects of the 
scheme better than the board. How-! 
evqr, some good had been accom-; 
plished and since the act came into ; 
operation over $1,603,000 had been 
paid tn claims throughout the 26 
municipalities concerned, with an ex- 1 
pense of $76,000 for administration j 
and adjustment. 

It was cited that during the past 
Jour years, claims paid or losses, i 
had amounted to more than the am-1 
ount received in premiums by the! 
line companies. In view of this con-! 
dition, Mr. Malcolm said that farm-! 
ers could hardly expect a decline in | 
the rates charged, but on the other’ 
hand could look for an increase this, 
-year. 

The New Plan 

In outlining the new plan, which 
the board hopes to get into opjysa- 
tion as soon as the old scheme ex¬ 
pires at the end of the present year, 
Mr.' Malcolm held fairly close to 
the resolution which the U.F.A. bonrd 
has already prepared, and which will 
be voted upon this afternoon. The 
flat rate will be discontinued and 
premiums will be assessed o.n crop 
area only. One stipulation that will,

The reports of last week’s U.F.A. Conven¬ 
tion show that the farmers are fully alive to* 
the varioas problems bearing on their lives. 
These problems t(hey_iuufe' dealt with in a busi¬ 
ness-like and progressive manner, and a large 
part of the work of the reforms and read¬ 
justments they have recommended rests with 
the Provisional and Dominion governments. In 
passing it is interesting to note how greatly 
different are our methods of government to 
the people at present at war with us. We In¬ 
vite government representatives to attend our 
conventions and point out to them the neces¬ 
sary reforms; with the other peoples the gov¬ 
ernment, without any inviting, inflicts its rule. 
Therein lies the difference between our democ¬ 
racy and their'autocracy, and it is worthy of 
enquiry as to whether it occurred to any of the 
delegates at Calgary that such things as con¬ 
victions are, among others, just what the war 
is about; the fight of full and free discussion 
among peDole as to the manner in which they 
shall be governed. 


The social unrest, inevitable to a great war 
a ,d a worldwide upheaval, is beginning to show 
itself in a more pronounced manner as the days 
go by. The Russin .trouble was but the first of 
the series; now it is Austria’s turn, and al¬ 
though reports regarding it are veiled and 
incomplete, sufficient varificatjon of them is 
found in a knowledge of humanity. The rum¬ 
ors are that Austria, war-weary and hungry, is 
making rather more than a tentative effort for 
a separate peace with Russia. The meek 
obedience of Austria to Germany is beginning 
to change; that which ministers and rulers had 
decided upon is to be overturned by a nation of 
empty stomachs. The latter are eventually go¬ 
ing to win the day. Germany meanwhile is 
assuming the braggarat posture of being the 
victor, stating through the Chancellor that 
“God is with us and will be with us also in the 
future.” But no amount of posing will save 
her from the danger within her gates. Ger¬ 
man officialdom may have discounted the recent 
speeches of President Wilson and Lloyd George 
as being impossible, but there is reason to 
think that a contrary sentiment is gaining 
Weight with the people of Germany and Aus¬ 
tria. w

His judgment has been sought by the prime 
minister and his sound knowledge has wielded 
great influence in deciding recent questions 
bearing upon the agricultural interests, not 
only of the west, but of Canada. He is the 
right man in the right place and carries a re¬ 
sponsibility with which he can be fully in¬ 
trusted. 


For an antithesis to Teutonic troubles we 
have only to turn to British labor, and then we 
find the real comparison between the state of 
affairs in both camps. At a memorable con¬ 
vention British labor has emphatically stated 
that “the world must be completely and finally 
rid of aggressive militarism.” British labor 
does not stand alone in this demand. It is 
echoed by France and the sympathy of laboring 
America has been invited to join in the declar¬ 
ation, one can guess what their answer will be. 
So on the one hand we have decided determin¬ 
ation to break militarism at whateyer cost, and 
on the other the feeling that the game is not 
worth the promised candle.

— Four Resolutions Considered 
Four resolutions on the matter be¬ 
fore the meeting included a resolu¬ 
tion adopted some weeks ago by the 
board of directors and printed in the 
annual report of the U.F.A.La sec¬ 
ond revised resolution taking recent 
happenings into consideration; a 
third resolution moved by Delegate 
Herbert, protesting against the pro¬ 
posed action of the railways board, to 
increase freight rates 15 per cent., 
and a fourth resolution, introduced 
by E. J. Fream, endorsing the action 
already taken by the executive in re¬ 
gard to the rate increase. 

The first resolution presented by 
the board was as follows: 

“Thaf this convention of the U.F.A. 
hereby places itself on record as oir- 
posed to the proposed freight rate in¬ 
crease ordered by the board of rail¬ 
way commissionersupless a full justi¬ 
fication of the in<*fease can be made 
fully known to the public, as we be¬ 
lieve that the proposed increase will 
not only militate against the in¬ 
creased production so necessary at 
the present time, but will add to the 
burdens which are already bearing 
so heavily on the working classes of 
this country by reason of the high 
cost of living, and be It further re¬ 
solved that we urge the government 
to consider seriously the advisability 
of following the splendid example of 
Great Britain and the United States 
at least during the period »of the 
war.” * 

Immediate Operation 
The second resolution was as fol¬ 
lows: 

Whereas our organization has re¬ 
peatedly declared itself as being in 
favor of the principle of government 
ownership of all Canadian railways, 
and 

Whereas the demands of the war 
and the best Interests ot Canada 
make it necessary that all these rail¬ 
ways be efficiently operated at a Just 
and reasonable profit only, and 
Whereas it Will be an impossibility 
to operate all these roads, as separ¬ 
ate units, on basis of standardized 
rates, without either giving some 
more than a just profit or others less 
than their necessary requirements, 
thus giving the public inefficient ser¬ 
vice or else charging them, on the 
whole, an unjust rate, and 
Whereas the west suffers more 
than any other part of Canada from 
unjust railway ratea, and 
Whereas efficient service by all 
rogdi at » rtuopibl* profit to all

Synopsis of Canadian North¬ 
west Land Regu, .tions 

TIIE sole head of a family, or any 
male over 18 years old, who was at the 
commencement of the present war, and 
lias since continued to he, a British sub¬ 
ject or a subject of an allied or neutral 
country, may homestead a quarter-sec¬ 
tion of available Dominion Land in Man¬ 
itoba, Saskatchewan or Alberta. Appli¬ 
cant must appear in person at Dominion 
Lands Agency or Sub-Agency for Dis¬ 
trict. Entry-by proxy may be made on 
certain conditions. Duties—Six months 
residence upon and cultivation of land in 
each of three years. 

.In certain districts a homesteader may 
secure an adjoining quarter-section as 
pre-emption. Price $3.00 per acre. 
Duties—Reside six months in each of 
three years after earning homestead pat¬ 
ent and cultivate 50 acres extra. May 
obtain pre-emption patent as soon as 
homestead patent on certain conditions. 

A settler after obtaining homestead 
patent-if he cannot secure a pre-emption, 
may take a purchased homestead in cer¬ 
tain districts. Price $3.00 per Rcre. Must 
reside six months in each of three years, 
cultivate 60 acres {ind erect a house worth 
$800.00. 

Holders of entries may count time of 
employment as farm labourers in Canada 
during 1917. as residence duties under 
certain conditions. 

When Dominion Lands are advertised 
or posted for entry,returnAl soldiers who 
have served oversea* and have been hon¬ 
ourably discharged, receive one day pri. 
ority in spplying for entry at local Agents 
Office (l ul not Bub-Agency). Discharge 
papers mast be presented to Agent.
